The article was written fo r the purpo se o f 
making mo re clear the do ctrine o f the Ro man 
Catho lic church regarding the rights o f the 
po o r as stated by the cardinal last January, 
and which has been mo re o r less misunder­ 
sto o d. 
The fo llo wing are extracts fro m the 
article : 
“ It can hardly be necessary to justify 
what I have said amo ng Catho lics, I might 
even say amo ng Christians; but bo th Catho ­ 
lics and Christians are o ften no t fully au are 
o f the bro ad and so lid gro und 
011 which they 
habitually rest. 
I will, therefo re, draw o ut 
in full what the o ther day I gave o nly in 
reference. 
I do this no t o ut o f pedantry, but 
o ut o f prudence, 
fo r so me go o d meu may, fo r 
want o f knowledg e, be misled. 
1. “By the law of na ture all m en have a com ­ 
m on rig h t to the use of thing s w hich were 
created for them and th eir sustenance. 
“2. B ut this com m on rig h t does no t ex clude 
th e possession of anyth ing w hich becomes 
proper to each. 
The com m on rig h t is by 
natural law , and the positive law of property 
is ex pedient for three reasons: 
(a) W h at is 
our own is m ore carefully used th an w h at is 
common, (b) H um an affairs are b etter o r­ 
dered by recog nized p riva te rig hts, 
(e) H u­ 
m an society is m ore peaceful when each has 
his own, protected by the .'aw of justice: 
S uum cuiq ue. 
“o. T heft, therefore, is alw ays a sin, for 
tw o reason,*; 
(a) It is co ntrary to justice, 
ib.) It is com m itted either by stealth or by 
violence. 
“B ut the hum an and positive law cannot de­ 
rog ate from the natural and divine 
law. 
Ac* 
cording to the div ine law all thing s are or­ 
dained to sustain the life of man, and there­ 
fore the dr. is ion and appropriation of tiling s 
cannot hinder the sustenance 
of m an !u e;v*e 
of necessity. 
Therefore the possessions 
of 
those who have loo i s 1 *perabuntlautly are 
« lue by the natural luw.li 
r the sustenance of 
the poor. 
- 
* 
“This doctrine lies at the founduti. a of the 
positive law of pro] rty in all Christendom, 
it ex ists as unw ritten law in all Catholic 
countries; in France it is the droit au trav­ 
ail; in Eng land it is clothed in a leg al statute 
in our poor law, under which ev ery one has 
‘a rig ht either to work or to bread without 
work.' In the old Scotch law if was recog ­ 
nised under the title of burdeuseeh: 
A 
starving man had a rig ht to carry aw ay us 
much meal as he could 
011 his back. 
“All these authorities I g ive, not by w ay of 
ex am ple or ex hortation to larceny, but in 
proof of the na tura l rig h t from w hich they 
flow. 
* * * 
It m ust lie borne 
111 m ind 
th a t m y ¿purpose w as to justify and elevate 
the poor law of E ng land by showing th a t it 
was founded upon the na tura l rig h t of m an 
to life and to the sustenance of life. I 
11 prov­ 
ing this I was com pelled to show th a t this 
na tura l law i- suprem e over all positive law. 
The opponents of the poor law , to evade tho 
m ain q uestion, prom ptly seized on th e lat­ 
te r to escape the form er. 
“The oblig ation to feed the h ung ry spring s 
f 1*0111 the na tura l rig h t of every m an to life 
and to the iood necessary fo r the sustenance 
of life. 
Ho strict is this natural rig h t th a t it 
prevails 'o ver all positive laws of property. 
Necessity has no law ; and a starving m an has 
a natura l rig h t to his neig hbor’s bread. 
I am 
afraid th a t those w ho speak so confidently 
about rig hts, oblig ations, and laws have not 
studied, or have forg otten, the first principles 
of all hum an positive law. 
If the law of 
property did not rest upon a na tura l rig h t it 
could not long ex L t. 
They who deny it 
justify the dictum : ‘La propriété c’est le vol.’ 
B efore the na tura l rig h t to live all hum an 
law s m ust g ive w ay.”

the first plague of £ gvpt. wlien the water 
was apparently changed into blood, as 
narrated in the Bible, may have been 
caused by a prodigious and miraculous 
increase of this little blood red infuso­ 
rian. 
Within very recent times an apparent 
change of water into blood has come to 
the writer's notice in the White mount­ 
ains, in northern New York, and in sev­ 
eral places in New Jersey. 
The phe­ 
nomenon is not very rare. 
The creature 
that causes this change has itself a pecu 
liar color habit according to its age. 
In 
early youth and middle life its color is a 
vivid green; in maturity and old age it 
assumes the crimson hue referred to, and 
often the same individual may be both 
green and red as either color reaches the 
surface during the bocfy's movement, 
each coming and going in a wave that 
flows across the little creature, or i 
minute spot may be rosy red in the gen 
eral green, or an emeral island may ap­ 
pear in this miniature sea of crimson.

C ause of D ecay In S teel. 
It lias recently been discovered by a 
board of naval experts at the United States 
navy yard, Mare’s Island, Cal., that the 
cause of the sudden deterioration in the 
steel used in building the new cruisers 
for the government is not due to the 
ravages of a worm, as was supposed, 
but is caused by the fungus peronosporus 
infestans, so well known as the cause of 
potato rot. 
With the delicate apparatus procured 
by the government for testing the quali­ 
ties and detecting fraud in metals in­ 
tended for government us<»8, it has been 
ascertained that the minute spons or suds, 
which float in the air, aro introduced into 
the metallic body while in the molten 
state during the process of carbonization. 
They also find that this form of steel rot 
is alarmingly epidemic in much of the 
government material. 
A large and profitable field is open to 
inventors and scientific men who will de­ 
vise means to arrest the spores of this 
fungus as they are drawn into the car­ 
bonizing furnaces, or who can prevent 
their growth and spread either in the 
ingot or manufactured forms of steen— 
Detroit Free Press. 


A r.ELICIOJS CEREMONY. 


C u riou s C u stom Ir th « Tuwcun H igh lan d s . 
Saint» ' H om e — V illage L otte r y . 
In the Tuscan Highlands at the village 
of Cutipliano they keep high feast on the 
Htli of August in memory of Saint Aure­ 
lius and Saint Irene us, whose bmeslio 
in state in the town church. 
The sacred 
remains exhibited on the holiday are pre­ 
served in .richly gilt shrines, with glass 
front and sides. 
The skulls are bare in 
all their grinning hideousness; the rest 
of the skeletons are happily hid itt rich 
costumes, the hands covered with silk 
gloves and the feet with elegant stock­ 
ings. 
After mass is over in the church and 
the people have been blessed, a priest 
standing at the altar holds up a reliquary 
containing the lione of a sniM for the 
adoration of the crowd. 
One by one the 
men come up to the altar steps, devoutly 
kiss the glass that covers the precious 
bbne, and drop a copper or two into the 
brass tray which is carried by an attend­ 
ant. 
After each osculation the glass is 
carefully wiped with a napkin and then 
presented to the next in order. 
The women come after the men. 
The 
faith of these is apparently more lively. 
They seem fully satisfied that by the act 
of adoration they have committed them­ 
selves to she effectual safeguard of the 
saint, and they turn away their faces 
radiant with j>eace and contentment. 
Here comes a family group, a mother 
leading a little girl by the hand with a 
baby on her arm. It is touching to see tho 
earnestness with which the mother presses 
the pouting lips of her infant against 
the sacred charm and tho joy with which 
she broods over him when she has thus 
secured bin salvation; behind comes an 
«<ld woman, wrinkled, infirm, alone in 
the •world, but tho weight of her years 
and trouble seems to grow light when 
she has secured the good will and inter­ 
cession of the saint. 
So they come in a long succession of 
every age and condition, but all believ­ 
ing and devout. 
U>ng after tho service 
over the worshippers remain absorbed 
in prayer, kneeling in diiferent parts of 
the church, utterly lost to all that passes 
around. 
After leaving the church tho Tuscans 
repair to the village green, where a lot­ 
tery is in progress, and every one, from 
the gray head to the toddling infant in­ 
vests in a ticket. They aro very su|>er- 
i-titious about significant numbers. 
One 
man chooses eight because his cat at 
home has that number of kittens, an­ 
other twenty-nine because his son fell 
and broke his leg on that day of the 
month; still another fifteen because there 
are that number of letters in the saint’s 
name whom they celebrate. 
Every one is in good humor while the 
drawing takes place, and even if their 
* numbers are unsuccessful they leave with 
the conviction that it wall surely come 
upon the next feast day.—Foreign Letter. 


W ater C hanged to B lood. 
There is an animalcule, sometimes 
called tho englena sanguinea, or the 
Uood red englena, which multiplies so 
rapidly in some places that tho surface 
of the pool soon resembles a great clot of 
blood, to the wonder of those who see it 
f^r the first time, and do not suspect tho 
cause.

P e op le Susreptlblo to Hypnotism * 
Fe rsons of a nervous constitution, and 
in particular 
th ose subject to hysteria, 
are most apt to fall into artificial sleep. 
There is then produced in them a pecu­ 
liar neurosis, hypnotism, having psychi­ 
cal and physical characters of its own—a 
genuine disease presenting a diversity of 
symptoms. 
Hence hypnotic phenomena 
ought not to Ik* called forth rashly nor 
without the precautions suggested by 
medical science. 
Women are specially 
susceptible to hypnotic manipulation, par­ 
ticularly during the period Uawoen the 
18th and the 30th year, when the ner­ 
vous system is in full activity. 
Young 
men may l>o hypnotized, but it is very 
difficult to produce hypnotic sleep in old 
men or in children. Persons who in early 
life are subject to natural somnambulism 
or sleep walking are later in life good 
hypnotic subjects, just as they are also 
likely to l» e victims of hysteria and other 
nervous complaints. 
Many are the processes employed for 
producing hypnosis. 
One that is very 
frequently used consists in fixing tho gaze 
ujKJii some bright object placed a little 
above the eyes and in front of tho median 
line of the forehead, so that visual fatigue 
may ensue quickly, the eyeballs being 
directed upward and inward. 
This pro­ 
cess, or others of a like kind, may l>e em­ 
ployed in the case of persons who have 
never before been hypnotized. 
But after 
awhile, when the subject has, so to speak, 
been educated, various more expeditious 
methods may lie employed. 
Thus a jet 
of electric light or a violent blow struck 
on a gong near the ear of the subject will 
quickly induce sleep. 
Again, in hypno- 
tizable persons, the surface of the body 
often presents special |x>ints, “ hypnogenie 
zones,'* as they are called, analogous to 
the *• hysterogenic zones.” Simple pres­ 
sure ujcn these 
produces 
hypnosis. 
Even in the case of the most susceptible 
individuals rarely dix*s sleep appear when 
they, for the first time, undergo the hyp­ 
notizing manipulations, however skilled 
the operator may be. 
There is needed a 
complete surrender of one’s will and ab­ 
sence of all mental preoccupation, anil 
on the part of the company present abso­ 
lute silence. 
In moat cases exhibitions 
i» f hypnotization develop, at first, only 
vague phenomena not easily classified, 
foreshadowing, so to speak, what will 
follow later. -North American Review,

There is very little contrast between 
the Sw iss and French soldier. 
Both are 
below tho stature of the German, Eng­ 
lish and American soldier; inferior intel­ 
lectually and physically.

rior wea rs a cap helmet, which makes 
him look at once like a member of a 
rural band in America. 
It is of black 
cloth, with deep blue trimmings and 
with black silk braid alxmt the edges. 
Tho front is cocked and the rear slopes 
and has the helmet brim. 
He wears a 
navy blue cutaway coat, dark gray pan­ 
taloons, and each is decked with a very 
narrow red cord. 
At hie. side is a short, 
heavy sword always. 
His side arms are 
completed by a five-shot 42-calibre re­ 
volver, heavy enough to be used as a 
bludgeon in close quarters. Also, like the 
French soldier, the Swiss is armed w ith a 
magazine needle gun, and is given so 
much active training that he is invariably 
a fair marksman. 
In this, as nearly all 
continental armies, there is by govern­ 
ment authority an inducement for sol­ 
diers to become fine marksmen. 
But 
the pay of the continental soldier is so 
ow and generally his service so nearly 
menial that he takes little interest in what 
lo does. 
The pay is about one-fourth 
that of the American soldier and !<■> -; than 
lalf of that paid the English.—Cor. Phila- 
adelphia Times.

barrel is burned out before the whisky is 
put m, thus converting the inner surface 
into charcoal. 
The constant motion for 
three months dissipates the fusel oil and 
imparts the rich color which new whisky 
has hitherto never had legitimately.—
